Calling your attention to a letter from the Assistant Treas- 
-urer at San Francisco, of which the enclosed is a copy, you aré 
requested to report to this Bureau whether the transfer of de- 
-feetive Nickels referred to was a part of the same coinage of 
which a similar complaint was made by the First National Bank of 
Houston, Texas, November 18. 

I regard this matter as a very serious one, the end of which 
has not probably appeared, as I look for other complaints of the 
saine kind. 

It seems to me that some test should VE enrer to the 
quality of the "blanks" reeeived from the contractor, so as to 
develop any brittleness previous at least to the Shipment of 
eoin; for it is possible that the coin might prove defeetive 
where the blank might pass all tests. 

I observe that the rims of some of the eoin returned from 
Houston appeared to have broken at the milling. This sug- 
-gests the inquiry whether the sae of the milling-machine is 
not excessive, or its aetion too violent. I suppose, how- 


-ever, in any ease that the main difficulty is the quality of the
